Exports during August of United Kingdom produce 
and manufactures were valued at £35:3 million, being 
£48 million less than in July—which was longer by 
two working days—but £375,000 (1 per cent.) more 
than in August, 1935. Exports to Italy showed no 
recovery last month and were approximately £500,000 
jess than a year ago, while exports to Spain were only 
about one-sixth of those in August last year, repre- 
gnting a decline of about £300,000. Compared with 
August, 1935, there was an increase of £296,000 (1 per 
cnt.) in exports of manufactured articles and an in- 
crease of £250,000 (10 per cent.) in respect of food, 
drink and tobacco, while for raw materials a decline of 
£168,000 (4 per cent.) was recorded. 

As in previous months, imports during August were 
substantially higher in value than a year earlier, the 
total (£66'1 million) showing an increase of £7-0 million 
(12 per cent.); compared with July there was a decline 
of £2°7 million (4 per cent.). The increase as com- 
pared with a year ago applied to each of the three main 
dasses of merchandise, being largest in respect of raw 
materials (£2°8 million, or 17 per cent.). An increase 
of £21 million was recorded for both food, drink and 
tobacco (8 per cent.) and for manufactured articles (13 
percent.). Much the largest increases were in respect 
of cotton (£1,677,000) and grain and flour (£1,161,000). 


Re-exports continued larger than a year ago, the value 
last month (£4°4 million) being £170,000 (4 per cent.) 
nore than in August, 1935, while there was a substan- 
tial increase of £500,000 in the value of goods tran- 
shipped under bond, which are not included among the 
recorded imports and re-exports. 


Imports of merchandise exceeded exports in August 
by £26°4 million, as compared with £20°1 million a year 
ago and £23-7 million in July. For the first eight 
months the excess of imports rose by £47 million to 
£212 million. 

Imports of bullion and specie showed a further in- 
crease on the exceptionally high figure recorded for 
July, the value last month being over £60 million, 
while exports were again relatively small (£6 million). 
The excess of imports of bullion and specie for the eight 
months amounted to £162 million, or £90 million more 
than in the corresponding period of 1935. 


The information available from the Accounts 
relating to Trade and Navigation enables the approxi- 
mate value in each month of our aggregate trade with 
British countries and with foreign countries to be 
ascertained. The particulars for the eight months 
ended August, 1935 and 1936, are given below: —

IMPORTS 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—The total value of the 
food, drink and tobacco imported during August (£29°0 
ltillion) was £844,000 (3 per cent.) less than in July 
but £21 million (8 per cent.) greater than in August, 
1985. With the exception of fresh fruit and vegetables, 
for which there was a decline of £833,000 (28 per cent.), 
each group in this class showed an increase in the value

of imports as compared with a year ago, the increases 
being relatively large except in the case of meat and 
the miscellaneous food group. 


Aggregate imports of grain and flour last month (16:3 
million ewts.) were nearly 4 per cent. larger than in 
August, 1935, while the value of the imports increased 
by £1-2 million (28 per cent.) to £5°3 million. Imports 
of wheat (7°5 million ewts.) were 6 per cent. greater in 
quantity, but a substantial rise in average values re- 
sulted in the value of the imports showing an increase 
of £760,000 (37 per cent.) to £2°8 million. Supplies of 
wheat from Canada rose from 2:2 to 4:7 million ewts. 
and those from Australia increased by 17 per cent. to 
1-2 million ewts.,’ while, as in previous months of this 
year, consignments from the Argentine were negligible. 
In contrast with the largely increased quantities of 
barley imported during the first seven months of the 
year, imports during August (1°4 million cwts.) were 
14 per cent. smaller than a year ago, owing to a reduc- 
tion in consignments from the Soviet Union. The 
quantity of maize imported last month was 5°7 million 
cwts., an increase of 6 per cent. compared with a year 
earlier; nearly the whole of the imports came, as 
usual, from the Argentine. Larger supplies of wheat 
meal and flour from Australia and Canada resulted in 
the aggregate imports (676,000 cwts.) showing an in- 
crease of 54 per cent. Average values of imports of 
all the principal cereals were higher in August than in 
July and, with the exception of oats (which showed a 
decline) considerably higher than in August, 1935; in 
the case of wheat the average value (7s. 6d. per cwt.) 
was the highest recorded since September, 1930. 


The total quantity of meat imported during August 
(2,443,000 ewts.) was 8 per cent, less than a year ago, 
but the value of the imports rose by nearly 1 per cent. 
to £6,611,000. Beef showed a decline of 134,000 ewts. 
(10 per cent.), mainly owing to smaller supplies of 
chilled beef from the Argentine and of frozen beef from 
Australia and New Zealand. For mutton and lamb the 
decline amounted to 66,000 ewts. (13 per cent.) and 
was principally due to a reduction in imports of lamb 
from New Zealand. In the case of bacon there was a 


. decline of 40,000 ewts. (6 per cent.), the most im- 


portant reduction occurring in respect of Denmark. 
The average values of the beef and mutton and lamb 
imported during August were lower than in July; as 
compared with a year ago, beef showed an increase in 
average value, while there was no change in respect of 
mutton and lamb. For bacon the average value of 
imports during August rose to £4 9s. 9d. per ewt., the 
highest since July, 1930. 


Imports of butter during August amounted to 738,000 
ewts., being 14 per cent, less than a year earlier, but 
owing to a rise in average values from £4 Os. 10d. to 
£4 19s. 3d. per ewt., the value of the imports increased 
by over 5 per cent. Similarly in the case of cheese, 
imports declined in quantity by 6 per cent, but in- 
creased in value by 23 per cent., the average value 
having risen to £3 2s. per cwt., the highest since 
November, 19382. Eggs continued to be imported in 
largely increased quantities, particularly from Den- 
mark, the Netherlands and Poland, the increase in 
August amounting in the aggregate to 205,000 great 
hundreds (12 per cent.), but owing to a small decline 
in average value as compared with August, 1935, the 
total value of eggs imported rose by only 8 per cent. 
Each of these three commodities showed a seasonal 
increase in average values as compared with July. 


The substantial decline already mentioned in the 
value of fresh fruit and vegetables imported during 
August was due to smaller imports of each of the prin- 
cipal commodities in this group, with the exception of 
onions, tomatoes and grapefruit; in the case of the two 
last-named, however, an increase in quantity was 
accompanied by a decline in the value of imports. The 
reduction in imports of fresh fruit and vegetables from 
the United States and Spain was particularly 
noticeable.

The quantity of tea imported was in accordance with 
the general upward tendency shown this year in com- 
parison with last; the increase for August amounted to 
3°8 million lbs. (9 per cent.), larger supplies coming 
from British India and Ceylon. The average value of 
the imports, 1s. 1d. per lb., was the same as in the two 
previous months and slightly higher than in August, 
1935. Imports of raw sugar were also again greater 
than a year ago; during August larger quantities were 
once more received from Cuba and the British West 
India Islands, and the increase amounted in the aggre- 
gate to 555,000 ewts. (15 per cent.). The average value 
of the imports, however, was only fractionally higher 
than the figure of 5s. 6d. per ewt. recorded in July, the 
lowest reached in any month of recent years. Unmanu- 
factured tobacco continued to be imported in con- 
siderably larger quantities than a year ago, 18-9 million 
lbs. being received in August, as compared with 11°6 
million lbs. in August, 1935; for the eight months as a 
whole, the increase amounted to 39:0 million Ibs. (45 
per cent.). The average value of the unmanufactured 
tobacco imported during August (1s, Od. per lb.) was 
the same as in July, but rather less than a year ago. 


Raw Materials.—Imports during August of raw 
materials and articles mainly unmanufactured were 
valued at £18,776,000, being £1,371,000 less than in 
July, but £2,753,000 (17 per cent.) more than in 
August, 1935. Apart from the increase of £1,677,000 
for raw cotton, etc., already mentioned, substantial 
increases compared with e@ year earlier were recorded 
for wood and timber (£440,000), textile materials other 
than cotton, wool or silk (£316,000), iron ore and 
scrap (£313,000), undressed hides and skins (£276,000), 
oil seeds, oils, ete. (£162,000) and paper-making 
materials (£105,000). The only group to show a sub- 
stantial decline was rubber (£630,000).

Manufactured Articles.—Imports last month 4 
articles wholly or mainly manufactured were valued at 
£17,800,000, being £405,000 less than in July py 
£2,074,000 (13 per cent.) more than in August, 1935 
Increases as compared with a year earlier were recorded 
for all the twenty groups in this class except pottery, 
glass, etc., and silk yarns and manufactures, for which 
the declines were small. The groups showing the largest 
increases were manufactured oils, etc., including re. 
fined petroleum (£417,000), iron and steel and manp. 
factures (£417,000), the miscellaneous group 
(£276,000), machinery (£245,000), apparel (£186, 000) 
and leather and manufactures (£116,000). 


EXPORTS 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—Exports of food, drink 
and tobacco during August were valued at £2,776,000, 
which was £268,000 less than in July but £250,000 (10 
per cent.) more than in August, 1935. Compared with 
a year ago, there was an increase of £260,000 in respect 
of beverages and cocoa preparations, exports of spirits, 
largely to the United States, being greater by £239,000, 
A decline of £120,000 was recorded for the ‘‘ other 
food ’’ group, exports of herrings being £54,000 less 
and exports of refined sugar £49,000 less than in 
August, 1935. 


Raw Materials.—The value of exports last month of 
raw materials and articles mainly unmanufactured was 
£3,976,000, being £615,000 less than in July and 
£168,000 (4 per cent.) less than in August, 1935. The 
greater part of the reduction compared with the previous 
month was in respect of coal, the value of exports of 
which decreased by £493,000. Compared with a year 
ago, also, the most important change was a decline of 
£414,000 in the value of coal exported; the only other 
group in this class to show a decrease in excess of 
£8,000 was cotton waste (£32,000). An increase of 
£152,000 was recorded for unrefined oils, etc., and 
among the groups showing smaller increases were rav 
wool, etc. (£58,000), undressed hides and _ skins 
(£35,000) and paper-making materials (£31,000). 


Coal.—Exports of coal during August amounted to 
2,754,000 tons, which was 606,000 tons less than in 
July and 697,000 tons (20 per cent.) less than in 
August, 1935. With the exception of the Argentine, 
each of the principal markets took less than in July. 
There were again no exports of coal last month t 
Italy, as against 279,000 tons in August, 1935; other 
important declines compared with a year earlier 
oceurred in respect of Canada (98,000 tons), Egypt 
(80,000 tons), Spain (67,000 tons) and Denmark (46,00 
tons.) The only appreciable increases were recorded for 
Finland (28,000 tons) and Switzerland (21,000 tons) 
For the first eight months of the year, exports of cdl 
declined by 3,747,000 tons (14 per cent.), of which the 
fall in exports to Italy accounted for 2,816,000 tons. 
The average value of coal exported during August was 
17s. 24d. per ton, compared with 17s. 04d. in July and 
16s. 2d. in August, 1935. 


The quantity of coal shipped last month as bunkers 
on vessels engaged in the foreign trade and on fishing 
vessels amounted to 1,028,000 tons, or 71,000 tons less 
than in August last year; for the first eight months of 
the year there was a decline of 588,000 tons (7 P& 
cent.) .

Total imports last month of iron and steel and manu- 
factures thereof amounted to 142,000 tons, which was 
8,000 tons less than in July but 68,000 tons (92 per 
cent.) more than in August last year. Most of the 
increase compared with a year ago was in imports of 
crude iron and steel, which rose from 36,000 tons in 
August, 1935, to 89,000 tons last month, but imports 
both of rolling-mill products and finished goods were 
also higher than in August, 1935. The decline in com- 
parison with July likewise applied to all three classes 
ofiron and steel. 


British exports of iron and steel during August 
totalled 164,000 tons, which was 52,000 tons less than 
in July and 30,000 tons (15 per cent.) less than in 
August, 1935. The decline in comparison with each of 
the earlier periods affected all three classes; among the 
finished goods specified the only increases recorded as 
compared with either a month or a year earlier were in 
respect of railway material, and wire and wire manu- 
factures, exports of which were in each case 1,000 tons 
more than in August, 1935. 


The quantity of machinery imported last month 
(8,200 tons) was 800 tons less than in July but 2,800 
tons more than in August last year. Compared with a 
year earlier, there was again a large increase (1,014 
tons) in imports of machine tools; among other classes 
showing smaller increases were agricultural machinery 
other than tractors, textile machinery and internal com- 
bustion engines. The principal sources of the increased 
imports were Germany and the United States. British 
‘xports of machinery during August amounted to 
28,200 tons, which was nearly 9,000 tons less than the 
very high figure recorded in July and 500 tons less than 
in August last year. Compared with the previous 
month, most of the principal classes of machinery were 
*xported in smaller quantities, important declines being 
shown for boilers and boiler house plant (2,300 tons), 
textile machinery (1,100 tons), prime movers (1,000 
fons), mining machinery (900 tons) and electrical 
Machinery (800 tons). In comparison with August, 
1935, there were decreases for textile machinery (900 
tons), mining machinery (750 tons), machine tools and 
Prime movers (500 tons in each case) and sugar making 
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and refining machinery (400 tons); these were partly 
offset by increases for several classes, of which the 
largest were recorded for cranes, hoists, etc. (600 tons), 
agricultural machinery (550 tons) and boilers and boiler 
house plant (300 tons). 


The number of new private motor cars imported 
during August was 178, or 279 less than in July and 119 
less than in August, 1935; for the first eight months the 
number was 7,164, compared with 10,068 a year earlier. 
Exports last month numbered 2,557, a slightly smal'er 
total than that recorded for August, 19385; New Zealand 
remained the principal market with 910 cars. Exports 
of new commercial vehicles, second-hand vehicles and 
chassis were in each case substantially greater than a 
year earlier, the number of chassis for commercial 
vehicles rising from 840 to 1,239 and of other chassis 
from 584 to 1,048. The number of motor cycles and 
tri-cars exported was little more than half the total 
recorded for July and was somewhat less than in 
August, 1935, but exports of other cycles (38,700) 
numbered nearly 10,000 more than a year ago. The 
tonnage of locomotives exported was appreciably less 
than in recent months and fell below the small total 
recorded for August, 1935. Exports of new ships and 
boats were valued at £810,000, an increase of nearly 
£400,000 compared with a year earlier.

Retained imports of raw cotton last month (106-1 
million lbs.) were, as in the previous months of this 
year, considerably greater than a year ago; during the 
first eight months of this year they amounted to 
942 million lbs., or 304 million Ibs. (48 per cent.) more 
than a year earlier and were the highest recorded for 
this period of the year since 1929. According to 
statistics published by the Liverpool Cotton Associa- 
tion, the deliveries of cotton to mills last month (100°3 
million Ibs.) were 8:1 million Ibs. greater than a year 
ago. The deliveries during the eight months (958 
million lbs.) were, as for retained imports, the highest 
recorded since 1929. The average yalue of the raw 
cotton imported during August was 71d. per lb., com- 
pared with 69d. per lb, in July and 67d. per lb. a 
year ago. The average value last month was the 
highest recorded since February, 1935.

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Exports of cotton yarns, which for some time past 
jave shown an increase compared with a year earlier, 
yere, on the contrary, slightly less last month than in 
jugust, 1935. Exports of cotton piece-goods during 
jygust (159°0 million square yards) were also a little 
wer than a year ago, small increases in exports of 
ey, dyed and coloured goods being more than offset 
jy an appreciable decline for white goods and a slight 
duction for printed goods. There were considerable 
gereases, compared with August of last year, in exports 
i cotton piece-goods to British and French West 
\frica, Colombia, Egypt, the Dutch East Indies, 
(anada, New Zealand and Germany, but heavy declines 
yere shown in shipments to British India and the

Retained imports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool during 
jugust (17-7 million lbs.) were the same as a year ago; 
pr the first eight months retained imports showed a 
light increase. The average value of the imports last 
nonth was 11-9d. per lb., compared with 11:4d. per lb. 
a July and 102d. per Ib. a year ago, and was the 
jighest for any month since June, 1934, Exports of 
sheep's and lambs’ wool (4°6 million lbs.) were some- 
what less than a year ago, thus continuing the move- 
nent which has been in evidence throughout this year. 


Exports of wool tops during August were somewhat 

geater and those of woollen and worsted yarns rather 
ess than in August last year. The quantity of woollen 
il worsted tissues exported (11-8 million square 
muds) was only slightly below the very high figure 
reorded in August, 1935. The principal markets 
showing increases were the United States, Canada, 
Egypt, Hong Kong, Germany and New Zealand for 
wollen tissues, and the Union of South Africa, British 
India and New Zealand for worsted tissues; there 
vere, however, appreciable decreases in shipments of 
wollen tissues to the Union of South Africa, the 
Netherlands and British India, and exports of worsted 
tissues to the Argentine and Canada were substanti- 
ily less than in August, 1935. 


Exports of linen piece-goods (6-6 million square 
yards) were 47 per cent. greater than in August, 1935, 
the increase being mainly in shipments to the United 
States and China. Exports of artificial silk piece- 
nods last month (5-8 million square yards) were 





lightly larger than a year ago. Shipments of pure 
wtificial silk goods showed a considerable increase, 
pincipally to Australia and the Union of South Africa, 
ind although there was a decline in the quantity of 
uixed artificial silk goods exported, due mainly to 
maller shipments to British India, the aggregate 
~y of these exports was greater than in August, 
N35.

Exports oF ImporteD MERCHANDISE 

Kie-exports during August were valued at £4,356,000, 
being £636,000 less than in July, but £170,000 more 
than in August, 1955. Re-exports of food, drink and 
tobacco (£938,000) were £133,000 less than a year 
earlier, the largest variations being a decline of 
£105,000 in respect of tobacco and an increase of 
£69,000 for grain and flour. Re-exports of raw mate- 
rials were valued at £2,223,000, which was £422,000 
less than in July, but £197,000 more than in August, 
1935. The latter increase was due mainly to increases 
of £283,000 for rubber and £66,000 for raw cotton, 
etc., partly offset by a decline of £142,000 in respect 
of raw wool, etc. As in the previous two months, 
re-exports of rubber in August were greater in value 
than imports. Manufactured articles re-exported 
last month were valued at £1,169,000, being £76,000 
less than in July, but £92,000 more than in August, 
1935. Compared with a year ago, the only changes 
in excess of £20,000 shown for any group in this class 
were an increase of £109,000 for non-ferrous metals 
and manufactures—due to larger re-exports of copper 
to the Soviet Union—and declines of £27,000 and 
£21,000 for manufactured oils and fats and the mis- 
cellaneous group, respectively. 


YUGOSLAVIA 


ECONOMIC CONDITIONS AND TRADE WITH 
THE UNITED KINGDOM 


The effects of the world depression and of the almost 
universal policy of economic self-sufficiency are now 
making themselves manifest in Yugoslavia, which, 
owing to an element of passivity innate in peasant 
countries, displays a certain resistance in reacting to 
world conditions, writes* the Commercial Secretary 
to H.M. Legation at Belgrade. 


Naturally a rich and fertile country, admirably 
suited to an exceptionally wide range of agricultural 
production and possessing valuable mineral resources, 
Yugoslavia is in a position not only to produce all the 
foodstuffs and raw materials required by her some- 
what unsophisticated population but also to export 
abundant supplies of raw materials which should more 
than suffice to cover her requirements of manufactured 
goods from abroad. Her land is largely divided into 
small peasant holdings created partly by the dissolu- 
tion of the large estates previously existing in certain 
districts, a system which, though not primarily 
adapted to intensive production, has the almost in- 
estimable advantage of affording a livelihood on a 
secure, if modest, basis, to the peasants of which at 
least 75 per cent. of the population is composed.

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The demands of national defence have placed a con- 
siderable strain on Yugoslav finances, and have led to 
the creation of an extensive series of industries. In 
spite of the low level of wages industrial prices have 
been raised by high tariffs and many forms of govern- 
ment and local dues to a level no longer consistent with 
the purchasing power of the bulk of the population. 
The peasants in particular have become impoverished 
owing to the fall of agricultural prices, and their stan- 
dard of living has fallen so low that they are obliged 
to dispense with all but the barest necessities, for the 
greater part of which they rely on the produce of their 
own smallholdings. 

Yugoslav foreign trade policy has hitherto been more 
liberal than that of the majority of countries, in that 
import trade has been allowed, in the main, to follow 
a natural course, though exchange restrictions, vary- 
ing in form from time to time, have long been found 
necessary. 


In her efforts to maintain the national currency at 
a level considered by many experts to be unsuitably 
high, Yugoslavia has recently been forced to take radi- 
cal measures for the liquidation of her clearing claims 
on countries, notably Germany, in trade with which 
her exports exceed her imports. The enforcement of 
sanctions against Italy involved the loss of Yugo- 
slavia’s most valuable export market, and with a 
single exception in the case of Germany, efforts to 
find new markets have on the whole met with little 
success. So, step by step, Yugoslavia has been drawn 
into the restrictive network now prevailing in Europe, 
and the last stage of this progression is the introduc- 
tion of import control and the conclusion of commer- 
cial arrangements with Germany which seem likely to 
emphasise her already predominant position in Yugo- 
slav foreign trade. 

It should be observed that the generous remittances 
received in the years of comparative prosperity from 
the large body of Yugoslav emigrants in the United 
States and elsewhere have fallen to a low level and 
that, apart from money spent by foreign tourists, such 
payments represent Yugoslavia’s sole invisible export. 


TRADE WITH THE UnitTED Kinapom 


The United Kingdom’s share of Yugoslavia’s import 
trade has increased steadily since 1929 and the im- 
provement has been particularly marked since the fall 
of sterling. The following shows the movement of trade 
with the United Kingdom over this period :—

There is now some reason to fear that the improve- 
ment shown by the above figures may not be main- 
tained, owing to the development of trade with Ger- 
many. Such openings for British trade as might have 
been looked for following the cessation of imports from 
Italy have, generally speaking, been largely filled by 
Germany, and German prices are at present so low as 
to render competition exceedingly difficult in the case 
of the majority of imported goods. 

The figures for the first two months of 1936 are much 
more satisfactory as regards imports from the United 
Kingdom than might have been anticipated and 
actually represent an increase as compared with the 
previous year. It should, however, be taken into con- 
sideration that, in anticipation of the proposed system 
of import control, importers have hastened to obtain 
large stocks.

On September 2, 1936, a new Trade and Clearing 
Agreement was signed between the United Kingdom 
and Turkey which comes into force on September 1i 
and replaces the Trade and Payments Agreement 
signed on June 4, 1935.

The value of motor cars imported in July, 1936, 
amounted to Rs. 14 lakhs and that of motor lorries, buses and 
vans to Rs. 15 lakhs, as compared with Rs, 18 lakhs and 
Rs. 10 lakhs respectively in the corresponding month of the 
preceding year. There were noticeable increases under copra 
(+Rs, 8 lakhs), coal tar dyes and electrical machinery 
(+Rs. 7 lakhs each), prime movers (machinery) and cotton 
ginning machinery (+ Rs. 5 lakhs each), rayon piece-goods 
(+ Rs. 4 lakhs), and precious stones and betelnuts (+ Rs. 3 
lakhs each), while there were decreases under copper, 
wrought (— Rs. 11 lakhs), silk, raw, and salt (— Rs. 4 lakhs 
each) silk yarn and carriages and wagons for railways

TRADE WITH ForREIGN COUNTRIES: SHIPPING MOVEMENTS 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports fell from 
41 per cent. in July, 1935, to 39 per cent. in July, 1936, and 
that in exports from 33 per cent. in July, 1935, to 30 per 
cent. in the month under report. The shares of Germany, 
Japan and the United States in the month under report were 
9, 18 and 8 per cent., respectively, under imports, and 3, 8 
and 10 per cent. under exports. 

The tonnage of vessels that entered into British India 
and cleared with cargoes from and to foreign countries and 
British Possessions during the month of July, 1936, 
amounted to 660,000 and 703,000 respectively. The corre- 
sponding figures were returned at 714,000 and 665,000 in 
June, 1936, and 698,000 and 627,000 a year ago. During the 
four months ended July, 1936, the tonnage Of vessels that 
entered and cleared with cargoes amounted, respectively, to 
2,690,000 and 2,835,000, as compared with 2,714,000 and 
2,776,000 in the corresponding period of the preceding year. 


WEATHER AND CROPS

Crop ConDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 

Madras, September 5.—Rainfall has been moderate. The 
condition of crops is fair. 

Bihar, September 7.—Rainfall has been general, being 
heavy in Purnea, Darbhanga and Ranchi. Crops, including 
sugarcane, are in good condition. 

Orissa, September 7.-Heavy rain has fallen in Puri and 
Ganjam. The harvesting of paddy and jute is going on in 
Balasore. The sugarcane and groundnut crops are thriving. 

Punjab, September 7.—The maximum rainfall during the 
week was 7-88 inches in Gurgaon and the minimum 0-40 inch 
in Jullunder. More rain is needed. The condition of crops 
is unchanged. Some damage from floods is reported in 
Gurdaspur and Mianwali. Tela has affected cotton in 
Shalpur and topborer has damaged sugarcane in Gujran- 
wala. 

Central Provinces, September 5.—Rainfall has been heavy 
generally but light to moderate in places. Khariff is in good 
condition. 

United Provinces, September 5.—Heavy rain has fallen. 
Damage from floods and rain is reported in several districts. 

Bombay, September 12.—Good rain has fallen in Guzarat 
and Konkan. The sowing of cotton has been delayed in 
Karnatak.

There was, therefore, an active balance in July of 3-7 
million pengés,, in comparison with an active balance of 
1-2 million pengés in July, 1935. % 

In the first seven months of the current year imports 
amounted to 257 million pengés, as against 204-4 million 
pengés during the same period of 1935, and exports 
to 257-2 million pengés, as compared with 224-7 million 
pengés in 1935, thus showing a small active balance of 0-2 
million pengés, against an active balance of 20-3 million 
pengés during the same period of last year. 

The considerable increase on the import side, as compared 
with the same period in 1935, during the first seven months 
of the year is due to the large quantities of maize imported 
owing to the shortage of fodder. Other goods imported in 
considerably increased quantities are: wood, crude mineral 
oil, machinery. 

The import of raw materia!s not produced in Hungary 
kept on the increase. There was an increase of 3,000 tons 
in the import of cotton as compared with the same period 
of last year. Further considerable increases are shown in 
the import of iron ore, scrap iron, metals, magnesite, raw 
hides, raw rubber, rice, tobacco, etc. 

On the export side there was an increase in the export of 
fresh meat, cattle, fresh fruit and railway carriages, whereas 
a decrease in shown in the export of lard. 

Of the total export figures, 92 million pengés represent 
the value of cattle, horses, pigs, etc.; 52 million pengés that 
of agricultural produce; about 10 million pengés products 
of agricultural industries, and 66 million pengés of other 
industries products.

MANCHOUKUO 


SOYA BEAN AND GRAIN CROP ESTIMATES 


The Acting Consul-General at Mukden reports that the 
first crop forecast of the staple farm products of Man- 
choukuo, excluding Jehel Province and the four Haingan 
Provinces, for the current year, is placed at 16,866,000 
metric tons, which as compared with the 1935 estimated 
yield shows an increase of some 1,300,000 metric tons, or 
8 per cent. 


Of the above total, the soya bean crop is estimated at 
4,230,000 metric tons; kaoliang, 4,230,000 tons; millet, 
3,220,000 tons; maize, 2,060,000 tons; and wheat, 970,00 
tons. As compared with the 1935 harvest, this year’s is 
estimated to be larger for soya beans by 470,000 tons, or 
12 per cent.; kaoliang by 270,000 tons, or 7 per cent.; 
millet by 310,000 tons, or 11 per cent.; maize by 190,00 
tons, or 10 per cent.; and smaller for wheat by 30,000 tons, 
or 3 per cent. 


AREA UNDER CULTIVATION 


The total area under cultivation in 1936 is estimated at 
13,530,309 hectares, an increase of 289,761 hectares in 
comparison with 1935.

BALANCE OF TRADE 


Whereas the United Kingdom has a considerable un- 
favourable balance of trade with Sweden, Germany has a 
considerably larger and favourable balance. Moreover, these 
balances have increased from 1935 to 1936 and Sweden’s 
exports to the United Kingdom show a much larger increase 
than her imports from the United Kingdom. 

Other interesting features of the figures are the indication 
that Sweden has an unfavourable balance of trade with 
Europe, to which Poland (coal), Holland, and Denmark are 
the chief contributors, whereas the favourable balance of 
Sweden’s trade with Norway exceeds even that of the United 
Kingdom, and these are followed by those of Italy and 
France. 

Sweden likewise has a large unfavourable balance of 
trade with the United States, Brazil, and Argentina, but 
favourable balances with both Asia (Japan, Iran, Man- 
churia), and Africa (British South Africa).

UNITED KINGDOM—TURKEY 
TRADE AND CLEARING AGREEMENT 


A new Trade and Clearing Agreement between the 
Government of the United Kingdom and the Government 
of Turkey was signed in London on September 2 and comes 
into force on September 17, 1936. It replaces the Anglo- 
Turkish Trade and Payments Agreement signed at Angora 
on June 4, 1935, which accordingly ceases to be in force. 

The Agreement is published as the First Schedule to the 
Clearing Office (Turkey) Order, 1936 (S.R. and O., 1936, 
No. 858) the text of which appears below. Under this Order 
payment for Turkish goods imported into this country must 
be made to the Bank of England for account of the Anglo- 
Turkish Clearing Office, 2, Sanctuary Buildings, Great 
Smith Street, London, S.W.1. 

The Board of Trade desire to draw the attention of 
traders to the fact that as the equivalent of more than one 
million pounds was blocked in Turkey at the end of August 
last awaiting transfer to United Kingdom creditors and 
as the sterling available under the clearing to pay for 


‘United Kingdom exports to Turkey will be limited, the 


delay in payment for new exports will be considerable. 
Traders are therefore advised to exercise caution in 
accepting new business.

Now therefore the Treasury in pursuance of the powers 
conferred upon them by Section 1 of the Debts Clearing 
Offices and Import Restrictions Act, 1934 (hereinafter re- 
ferred to as ‘‘the Act ’’) and of all other powers enabling 
them in that behalf hereby make the following Order :— 


1.—(1) There shall be established an Anglo-Turkish Clear- 
ing Office (hereinafter referred to as ‘‘ the Clearing Office ’’) 
under the control and management of such person (herein- 
after referred to as ‘‘ the Controller ’’) as the Treasury may 
appoint for the purpose. 

(2) There shall be attached to the Clearing Office such 
officers as the Treasury may appoint and there shall be paid 
to the Controller and to such officers such salaries or other 
remuneration as the Treasury may determine.

_ 8. The debts to which this Order applies shall be paid to 
the Bank of England for account of the Clearing Office in

(a) debts due on or before the said 17th day of Septem- 
ber, 1936, shall be paid on that day; 


(b) debts due after the said 17th day of September, 
1936, shall be paid on the date on which they 
become due ; 


(c) debts due in Turkish pounds shall be paid in sterling 
at such rate of exchange as may be certified for 
the purpose by the Clearing Office and published 
in the United Kingdom on the day on which pay- 
ment is made; 


(d) debts due in any currency other than sterling or 
Turkish pounds shall be paid in sterling at the 
London selling rate for sight drafts in such other 
currency on the date of payment. 


4. Where in any case the Clearing Office are satisfied that 
any person ordinarily resident or ordinarily carrying on 
business in the United Kingdom has paid any disbursements 
in the United Kingdom or is owed any commission in respect 
of any Turkish goods with regard to which a debt is payable 
or has been paid to the Clearing Office in pursuance of this 
Order, the Clearing Office may if they think fit, notwith- 
standing the provisions of this Order, direct that such sum 
may be deducted from or paid out of that debt in respect 
of such disbursements or commission as they may, in their 
discretion think reasonable.

The Government of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland and the Government of the Turkish Republic, 
desiring to facilitate the commercial relations between the two 
countries, have agreed as follows :— 


ARTICLE 1 


(1) The United Kingdom goods enumerated in the First 
Schedule to this Agreement will be permitted to be imported 
into Turkey without any restriction as to quantity, and the 
United Kingdom goods enumerated in the Second Schedule to 
this Agreement will be permitted to be imported into Turkey 
up to the quantities specified in the Schedule for each article. 

(2) United Kingdom goods will also fully enjoy the benefits 
of the general import régime in force in Turkey. 


ARTICLE 2 


(1) Turkish goods will fully enjoy the benefits of the import 
regime in force in the United Kingdom. 

(2) In the event of quantitative limitations being imposed on 
imports into the United Kingdom, equitable treatment shall be 
accorded to such articles grown, produced or manufactured 1 
Turkey. 


ARTICLE 3 


The Government of the United Kingdom undertake that, in 

the event of their deciding to regulate the quantity of the 
imports into the United Kingdom of any agricultural products 
of Turkey, they will not make allocations between countries 
of total permitted imports without first giving the Turkish 
Government an opportunity of discussing the matter with a 
view to the allocation to Turkey of an equitable share of the 
permitted foreign imports. 


ARTICLE 4 


United Kingdom goods purchased by the Turkish Government 
or by the Departmental or Municipal Authorities in Turkey 
will be permitted to be imported into Turkey without any 
vstriction as to quantity, provided that the importation of 
gods of the kind in question is not prohibited under the 
general import régime in force, and provided that any necessary 
permit from the Turkish Government Department concerned is 
first obtained. 


ARTICLE 5 


The Turkish goods enumerated in the Third Schedule to this 
Agreement shall not on importation into the United Kingdom, 
from whatever place arriving, be subjected to duties or charges 
other or higher than those specified in that Schedule. 


ARTICLE 6 


(1) All United Kingdom goods exported to Turkey on the 
day of or after the coming into force of the present Agreement 
shall be accompanied by a certificate of origin in duplicate con- 
forming to the specimen annexed to this Agreement, issued by 
a Chamber of Commerce or other body or person authorised 
by the Government of the United Kingdom and visaed by a 
Turkish Consular Officer in the United Kingdom. 


(2) One copy of the certificate of origin shall be stamped by 
the Turkish Customs and sent to the Central Bank of Turkey 
hereinafter referred to as ‘‘ The Central Bank ’’) by which it 
will be forwarded to the Anglo-Turkish Clearing Office to be 
st up by the Government of the United Kingdom (hereinafter 
referred to as ‘‘ The Clearing Office ’’), with the schedules to 
be forwarded to the Clearing Office under Article 10 (1) below. 


(3) All Turkish goods exported to the United Kingdom on 
the day of or after the coming into force of the present Agree- 
ment shall be accompanied by a certificate of origin in duplicate 
vonforming to the specimen annexed to this Agreement, issued 
by a Chamber of Commerce in Turkey and visaed by a British 
Consular Officer in Turkey. 


(4) One copy of the certificate of origin will be stamped by 
the United Kingdom Customs and sent to the Clearing Office, 
by which it will be forwarded to the Central Bank with the 
schedules to be forwarded to that Bank under Article 10 (1) 

low. 


(5) The certificates of origin referred to in this Article will 
state the f.o.b. value of the goods. 





COMMERCIAL TREATIES AND ARRANGEMENTS—Continued 


ARTICLE 7 


(1) All debts due and owing on the date of the coming into 
force of this Agreement (except debts referred to in paragraph 
(3) of this Article), and all debts falling due after the date of 
the coming into force of this Agreement from persons in Turkey 
to persons in the United Kingdom in respect of the price of 
United Kingdom goods exported to Turkey, shall be deposited 
in Turkish Pounds on the due date in a special account at the 
Central Bank (hereinafter referred to as ‘‘ The Special 
Account ’’), The sums so deposited in the Special Account will, 
up to the equivalent of the amount of the debt due, remain 
blocked in favour of the persons in the United Kingdom entitled 
thereto until transfer is effected to such persons under the 
provisions of this Agreement. 


(2) The Central Bank will effect the corresponding payments 
to persons in the United Kingdom entitled thereto through 
the Sub-Accounts referred to in Article 9 (1) below, and will 
debit or credit to the debtor in Turkey any difference of 
exchange between the date of payment to the Special Account 
and the date on which the Central Bank sends an advice of 
payment to the Clearing Office under Article 10 (3) below. The 
debtor in Turkey will thus pay the full sterling amount due, or, 
when the debt is expressed to be payable in a currency other 
than sterling, the full sterling equivalent of his debt on the 
basis of the rate of exchange ruling on the day on which the 
Central Bank sends the advice of payment to the Clearing 
Office. 


(3) All debts in respect of goods imported into Turkey prior 
to June 20, 1935, and falling due before that date (except the 
balance remaining to be paid under the exchange of notes of 
April 1, 1935, between His Majesty’s Ambassador at Angora 
and the Minister for Foreign Affairs of the Turkish Republic, 
for United Kingdom goods of the kind enumerated in List ‘‘ A ”’ 
annexed to Turkish decree No. 148 and exported from the 
United Kingdom before the 15th February, 1935) will benefit by 
the régime in force betore the 4th June, 1935. 


ARTICLE 8 


(1) All debts due and owing on the date of the coming into 
force of this Agreement and all debts falling due after that date 
from persons in the United Kingdom to persons ordinarily 
resident or ordinarily carrying on business outside the United 
Kingdom in respect of the price of Turkish goods imported into 
the United Kingdom shall be paid in sterling and shall be 
credited to a non-interest-bearing account at the Clearing Office 
in the name of the Central Bank of Turkey (hereinafter referred 
to as ‘‘ The Clearing Account ’’). 


(2) Where a debt is expressed to be payable in Turkish 
Pounds, payment shall be made in sterling at the rate communi- 
cated by the Central Bank to the Clearing Office and published 
in the United Kingdom on the day on which payment is made. 
Where a debt is expressed to be payable in a currency other 
than sterling or Turkish Pounds, payment shall be made in 
sterling at the London selling rate for sight drafts in such other 
currency rung at the date of payment. 


(3) Payment under the provisions of this Article shall consti- 
tute a discharge to the debtor for the corresponding amount of 
the debt. 


(4) On receipt of the schedule referred to in Article 10 (1) 
below the Central Bank will pay to the person entitled thereto 
the amount in Turkish Pounds corresponding to the amount 
credited to the Clearing Account. 


ARTICLE 9 


(1) All sums credited to the Clearing Account shall be allo- 
cated as follows :— 


(i) 30 per cent. of all sums shall be allocated to a non- 
interest-bearing Sub-Account B. Amounts standing 
to the credit of Sub-Account B shall be at the free 
disposal of the Central Bank. 


(ii) 70 per cent. of all sums other than those referred to in 
sub-paragraphs (iii) and (iv) below shall be allocated 
to a non-interest-bearing Sub-Account A. Amounts 
standing to the credit of Sub-Account A shall be 
utilised for the payment of debts in respect of which 
deposits have been made in the Special Account. Such 
payment shall be made in chronological order of 
deposit. 


(iii) 70 per cent. of all sums credited in respect of compen- 
sation transactions undertaken in accordance with the 
provisions of Article 12 and Article 13 below shall be 
allocated to a non-interest-bearing Sub-Account C. 
Amounts standing to the credit of Sub-Account C in 
respect of Turkish goods exported to the United King- 
dom in execution of such compensation transactions 
shall be utilised as follows :— 

(a) 70 per cent. of the f.o.b. value as shown on the 
certificate of origin of the Turkish goods ex- 
ported shall be utilised for payment in respect 
of goods imported into Turkey from the 
United Kingdom in execution of the same 
compensation transaction. 

(b) Any balance shall be transferred to Sub- 
Account B, 
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(iv) 70 per cent. of all sums credited in respect of Turkish 
goods exported to the United Kingdom in order to 
liquidate debts in accordance with the provisions of 
Article 14 below shall be allocated to a non-interest- 
bearing Sub-Account D. Amounts standing to the 
credit of Sub-Account D shall be utilised for making 
payments to the creditor or creditors in the United 
Kingdom concerned in each case in liquidation of their 
debts. Any balances not required for that purpose 
shall be transferred to Sub-Account A. 


(2) Amounts paid in for the credit of the accounts of the 
Central Bank at the Bank of England under the Agreement be- 
tween the Government of the United Kingdom and the Govern- 
ment of the Republic of Turkey respecting Trade and Payments 
signed at Angora on the 4th June, 1935 (hereinafter referred to 
as ‘‘ The Trade and Payments Agreement ’’), which are in course 
of collection on the coming into force of this Agreement, shall 
be credited to the Clearing Account. 


(3) On the coming into force of this Agreement any balance 
standing to the credit of Sub-Account A of the Central Bank at 
the Bank of England shall be transferred to the Sub-Account A 
referred to in paragraph (1) (ii) of this Article, and the balance 
standing to the credit of the Compensation Account of the 
Central Bank at the Bank of England shall be transferred to the 
Sub-Account C referred to in paragraph (1) (iii) of this Article. 
These transfers shall be effected after allowance has been made 
for cheques which have been issued and are outstanding and for 
the payment orders received but not yet executed. 


(4) On the coming into force of this Agreement the balance 
standing to the credit of the Special Account of the Central 
Bank of Turkey referred to in Article 6 of the Trade and Pay- 
ments Agreement shall be transferred to the Special Account 
referred to in Article 7 (1) above. This transfer shall be effected 
after allowance has been made for advices of payment to which 
effect has not been given and for any necessary exchange 
adjustments. 


ARTICLE 10 


(1) The Clearing Office and the Central Bank shall furnish each 
other with schedules of receipts into the Clearing Account and 
the Special Account respectively containing such particulars as 
may be agreed between the two institutions. 


(2) The Central Bank will, on the coming into force of this 
Agreement, furnish the Clearing Office with schedules of de- 
posits made before that date in so far as they have not already 
been furnished to the Bank of England. 


(3) The Central Bank will advise the Clearing Office daily of 
payments to be made from the Sub-Accounts referred to in 
Article 9 (1) above. Such advice shall be accompanied by such 
particulars as may be agreed between the Central Bank and the 
Clearing Office. 


(4) The Clearing Office will advise the Central Bank daily of 
the transfers made from the Clearing Account to the Sub- 
Accounts referred to in Article 9 (1) above, and of the payments 
made from those Sub-Accounts. 


ARTICLE 11 


Any sums standing to the credit of the Sub-Accounts referred 
to in Article 9 (1) above on the termination of this Agreement, 
will be utilised as provided in that Article. 


ARTICLE 12 


(1) Subject to the provisions of paragraphs (2) and (3) of this 
Article :— 

(a) Any United Kingdom goods and the Turkish goods 
enumerated in the Fourth Schedule to this Agreement 
will be permitted to be the subject of private compen- 
sation transactions between persons in Turkey and 
persons in the United Kingdom. 


(6) Turkish goods other than those enumerated in the Fourth 
Schedule to this Agreement will be permitted to be the 
subject of such compensation transactions with the 
consent of the contracting Governments. 


(2) In respect of each transaction under paragraph (1) of this 
Article, the f.o.b, value of the United Kingdom goods imported 
into Turkey shall not exceed 70 per cent. of the f.o.b. value, as 
shown on the certificate of origin, of the Turkish goods imported 
into the United Kingdom, the balance of 30 per cent. of that 
value being transferable to the Sub-Account B referred to in 
Article 9 (1) (i) of this Agreement. 


(3) Such private compensation transactions will be subject to 
any quantitative restrictions on imports which are or may be 
imposed in conformity with the provisions of Articles 1, 2 and 3 
of this Agreement, and also subject to the laws and regulations 
in the United Kingdom and Turkey affecting the goods concerned.

ARTICLE 13 


United Kingdom re-exports to Turkey, provided such re- 
exports are goods originating in countries with which Turkey 
has not a Clearing or similar Agreement, may form the subject 
of private compensation transactions with Turkish goods within 
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the provisions and limitations of Article 12 of this Agreemen; 
provided that the f.o.b. value of goods re-exported from the 
United Kingdom to Turkey in accordance with this Article jp 
any year shall not exceed £75,000. 


ARTICLE 14 


(1) Any creditor in the United Kingdom in whose favour g 
deposit in Turkish Pounds was at the date of the coming jnto 
force of this Agreement blocked in the Special Account shall be 
permitted to utilise the whole or part of such deposit up to the 
equivalent in Turkish Pounds of his debt for the purchase of the 
Turkish goods included in the Fourth Schedule to this Agree. 
ment and to export such goods to the United Kingdom. 


(2) 70 per cent. of the sterling proceeds of such goods shall be 
dealt with in accordance with the provisions of Article 9 (1) (iv) 
above, the balance of 30 per cent. being transferable to the 
Sub-Account B referred to in Article 9 (1) (i). 


ARTICLE 15 


(1) All United Kingdom goods sent to fairs or exhibitions held 
in Turkey, and sold there in conformity with the existing Regu. 
lations during or after these fairs or exhibitions, may form the 
subject of private compensation, that is, their proceeds may be 
transferred by means of the purchase of an equivalent amount 
of Turkish goods and the importation thereof into the United 
Kingdom. 


(2) The right to effect such a private compensation transaction 
may not be transferred more than once to a third party. 


(3) The 30 per cent. of free foreign exchange in favour of 
Turkey required for all ordinary transactions of this kind shall 
not be applied in this case. 


ARTICLE 16 


(1) The Treaty of Commerce and Navigation signed at Angora 
on the Ist March, 1930, as amended by the Trade and Payments 
Agreement, shall be further amended as follows : that is to say, 
Article 16 shall remain deleted and the following shall be sub- 
stituted for the first two paragraphs of Article 39 :— 


‘* The present Treaty shall be ratified and the ratifications 
shall be exchanged at Angora as soon as possible. It shall 
come into force immediately on the exchange of ratifications, 
and shall remain in force until terminated by either High 
Contracting Party by three months’ notice given through 
the diplomatic channel, provided that no such notice shall 
take effect while the Trade and Clearing Agreement signed 
in London on the 2nd day of September, 1936, is still in 
operation.”’ 


(2) Subject to the amendments mentioned in the preceding 
paragraph of this Article, the said Treaty of March 1, 1930, 
will remain in force until terminated by a fresh notice given 
in accordance with the amended text of Article 39 thereof. 


ARTICLE 17 
For the purpose of this Agreement and the Protocol thereto— 


(a) ‘* Persons ”’ shall mean individuals, firms and corpora- 
tions, including State organisations and. institutions.

(d) “ Persons in Turkey ’’ shall mean persons and. corpora- 
tions ordinarily resident or ordinarily carrying on 
business in Turkey, and shall include the Government 
of Turkey and State organisations. 

(e) ‘‘ Persons in the United Kingdom ’’ shall mean persons 
and corporations ordinarily resident or ordinarily 
carrying on business in the United Kingdom. 


ARTICLE 18 


(1) The present Agreement shall come into force fifteen days 
after the date of its signature. 


(2) The present Agreement shall remain in force for nine 
months from the date of its coming into force and, unless notice 
of termination shall have been given by either of the contracting 
jovernments to the other three months before the expiry of the 
said period of nine months, it shall continue in foree until the 
expiry of three months from the date on which notice of termina- 
tion is given. 


(3) On the coming into force of the present Agreement, the 
Trade and Payments Agreement shall cease to be in force.

PROTOCOL 


At the moment of signing the Agreement of this day’s date 
relating to Trade and Clearing (hereinafter to be referred to as 
‘‘the Agreement ’’), the undersigned Plenipotentiaries, being 
duly authorised to that effect, have agreed as follows :— 


(1) From the coming into force of the Agreement until 
June 30, 1937 (or until the termination of the Agreement if the 
Agreement is terminated before that date), the following para- 
graph shall be substituted for Article 9 (1) (ii) of the 
Agreement :— 


“*(ii)—(a) 65 per cent. of all sums other than those 
referred to in sub-paragraphs (iii) and (iv) below shall be 
allocated to a non-interest-bearing Sub-Account A. Amounts 
standing to the credit of this Sub-Account shall be utilised 
for the payment of debts in respect of which deposits 
have been made in the Special Account. Such payment 
shall be made in chronological order of deposit. 


‘*(b) 5 per cent. of all sums other than those referred to 
in sub-paragraphs (iii) and (iv) below shall be allocated to 
a non-interest-bearing Sub-Account X. Amounts standing 
to the credit of this Sub-Account shall be utilised for the 
payment of debts in respect of which deposits have been 
made in the Special Account in cases where for special 
reasons the Turkish Government authorise payment of such 
debts from Sub-Account X instead of from Sub-Account A. 
Any sums standing to the credit of Sub-Account X at the 
termination of the Agreement shall be transferred to Sub-

(2) All United Kingdom goods landed on Turkish territory 
before June 20, 1935, and not cleared through the Turkish 
Customs at that date owing to insufficiency or absence of quotas 
will be permitted to be imported into Turkey within six months 
after the coming into force of the Agreement. The certificate 
of origin referred to in Article 6 (1) of the Agreement will not 
be required for these goods. 


(3) On the coming into force of the Agreement, the Turkish 
Government will arrange for the transfer to the Sub-Account 
A referred to in Article 9 (1) (ii) of the Agreement of :— 


(I) the sum of £50,000 by instalments from Sub-Account B 
and as a first charge on that Sub-Account for the 
final settlement of claims in respect of sums paid by 
persons in the United Kingdom directly to persons 
in Turkey otherwise than in accordance with the 
provisions of the Anglo-Turkish Trade and Payments 
Agreement of June 4, 1935, between the date on which 
that Agreement came into force and March 20, 1936. 


(II) 70 per cent. of a sum equivalent to the foreign ex- 
change received by the Central Bank of Turkey in 
conformity with, and since the coming into force of, 
the Decree of the Turkish Government of March 20, 
1936, in respect of Turkish goods exported to the 
United Kingdom for which corresponding payments 
have not been made to the Sterling Account referred 
to in Article 7 of the Agreement between the Govern- 
ment of the United Kingdom and the Government 
of the Republic of Turkey respecting Trade and 
Payments signed at Ankara on June 4, 1935. This 
transfer shall be subject to the production of bills 
of entry proving the import of the Turkish goods 
into the United Kineton. 
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(4).—(I) The contracting Governments agree that the ppp. 
visions of the Agreement shall not apply to the transactions of 
the two private companies which shall be established With g 
view to the erection of an iron and steel plant in Turkey, the

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BELGIUM—CHILE 
COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT 


HM. Representative at Santiago has forwarded particu- 
irs of a Provisional Commercial Treaty which was signed on 
August 27 between Chile and the Economic Union of 
Belgium and Luxemburg. ; 


The High Contracting Parties mutually agree to uncon- 
jitional and unlimited most-favoured-nation treatment as 
regards Customs Tariffs and facilities, whether regarding 
importation or exportation of raw or manufactured goods, 
and as regards any restrictions placed thereon. 


Exception is made in regard to any arrangements, present 
or future, entered into to facilitate frontier traffic or which 
may result from a Customs union. 


The present Provisional Treaty replaces the Agreement 
drawn up on December 14, 1931, between the two countries 
and shall have immediate effect and remain in force until a 
definite Treaty of Commerce and Navigation takes its place, 
sibject to the proviso that it may be denounced by either of 
the contracting parties giving three months’ notice of 
termination. 


SWITZERLAND—BRAZIL 
EXCHANGE OF NOTES 


4n Exchange of Notes took place on July 24, between 

the above-mentioned countries, by virtue of which a Pro- 
yisional Commercial Arrangement came into force on 
August 1, 1936, thereby prolonging the Commercial Agree- 
ment entered into by an Exchange of Notes on October 29, 
1931. 


Provision is made whereby each contracting party will 
continue to concede to the other unconditional most- 
favoured-nation treatment, with the exception of that 
accorded to limitrophe countries or to a Customs union ; 
both countries also agree to continue the present reciprocal 
nost-favoured-nation treatment as regards taxation, in- 
ternal dues and the payment of commercial credits incurred 
in their present or future mutual commerce.

ADDITIONAL PARTICULARS TO BE FURNISHED 


1. Particulars to be furnished.—In accordance with the 
provisions of Section 1 of the Debts Clearing Offices and 
Import Restrictions Act, 1934, and the Clearing Office 
(furkey) Order, 1936, made by the Treasury thereunder, 
the Anglo-Turkish Clearing Office has been established, and 
every person must, on importation into the United Kingdom 
of Turkish goods (see paragraph 2 below) on and after the 
lith September, 1936, furnish to the Commissioners of 
Customs and Excise particulars of the goods and of the debt 
due in respect thereof. The particulars are to be furnished 
by completing the prescribed Clearing Office forms (A.T.C.O. 
Forms 1 and 2) which may be obtained from any Collector 
or Surveyor of Customs. 


2. Definition of Turkish goods.—Subject to the exceptions 
mentioned in paragraph 9, the particulars must be furnished 
M respect of goods of Turkish origin, i.e. goods grown, pro- 
duced or man ufactured in Turkey irrespective of the country 
from which they are consigned. All goods consigned from 
Turkey are deemed to be of Turkish origin in the absence 
of proof in the prescribed form (as to which see paragraphs 
8) that they were’ not grown, produced or manufactured 
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there. Goods partly manufactured in Turkey and partly 
manufactured in some other country are deemed to be goods 
manufactured in Turkey in the absence of proof to the 
satisfaction of the Commissioners that 25 per cent. or more 
of the value of the goods at the time of their exportation to 
the United Kingdom is attributable to processes of manu- 
facture undergone since the goods last left Turkey. 


3. Date of first operation.—The Clearing Office forms must 
be completed in respect of imported Turkish goods which are 
entered with the Customs after midnight of the 16th/17th 
September, 1936. 


4. Entry and Clearing Office Forms.—The goods must be 
entered on the appropriate form of Customs entry, ad 
valorem, specific, free or warehousing (as the case may be). 
The two Clearing Office forms (A.T.C.O. Forms 1 and 2) are 
to be completed by the importer or his duly authorised 
agent, form 2 being detached and retained by him, and 
form 1 being presented with the entry. Form 1 should be 
signed by the importer or his duly authorised agent. The 
Clearing Office forms are supplied in sets of two in order 
that they may be completed simultaneously. 


In all cases, a copy of the invoice should be attached to 
A.T.C.O. Form 1 for the use of the Clearing Office unless a 
copy of the Account Sales will be supplied to the Clearing 
Office. ‘The importer should indicate on the form under 
‘‘Remarks’’ whether or not a copy of the invoice is 
attached. 


Certificates of Turkish origin should be presented with 
the entry for stamping by the Customs. 


5. Goods from Turkey claimed to be exempt by reason of 
origin.—All claims to exemption from the operation of the 
Order by reason of origin must be supported by the following 
evidence, viz. :— 


A. a declaration on the entry (see paragraphs 6-7), and 

B. a certificate of non-Turkish origin (see paragraph 8). 

6. Declarations on entries.—Entries for goods consigned 
from Turkey claimed to be exempt by reason of origin must 


bear a declaration as to the origin of the goods concerned 
as follows :— 


‘*T declare that the goods shown in this entry were not 
grown, produced, or manufactured in Turkey.” 


7. Declarations on entries—how to be made.—The declara- 


_ tion may be written, stamped, or typed either on the face of 


the entry (anywhere above the Declarant’s signature) or on 
the back; in the latter case the endorsed declaration must 
be signed by the person signing the entry, and the declara- 
tion on the face must include the following :— 


‘*T declare that the statements endorsed on the back 
hereof are true.’’ 


Declarations will be accepted— 


(1) from the actual importer, if an individual, or from 
a clerk in his employment, if duly authorised in writing ; 


(2) in the case of a private company, or firm, from 
one of the partners or from a clerk in their employment, 
if duly authorised in writing ; 


(3) in the case of a limited company, from any 
director or from the secretary, without authorisation 
under the seal of the company, or from any other officer 
of the company, if duly authorised by any director or 
by the secretary ; 


(4) from a firm carrying on business as shipping or 
forwarding agents, to whom the importer has given the 
necessary authority in writing to act as his agent for 
customs purposes; such authority will be taken to have 
given the agent implied authority to carry out all the 
business in the usual way by his clerks or servants. 


Letters of authority, which may be general, or limited to 
specific importations, will be accepted, if executed— 


(a) by a person who is competent under (1), (2) or (3) 
above, to make the declaration by himself; or 


(b) by a person who is specially authorised to issue 
such letters by a document executed in the same manner 
as would be required if he were being authorised to 
make the declaration. 


Where an entry is presented by a clerk or other officer 
in the employment of an importer or of an authorised firm 
of shipping or forwarding agents, the declaration on the 
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entry must bear the declarant’s full signature and descrip- 
tion, e.g. ‘‘ A.B., Clerk to X and Co.’’ and not merely ‘‘ X 
and Co.”’ or ‘‘ X and Co., pp. A.B.” 


8. Certificates of non-Turkish origin.—Certificates of non- 
Turkish origin in the form printed as Appendix A are re- 
quired in the case of goods consigned from Turkey claimed 
to be exempt by reason of origin. Certificates must be given 
either by the appropriate British Consular authority or by 
one of the organisations enumerated in Appendix B. 


9. Exemptions.—The following goods are exempt from the 
operation of the Order and the Clearing Office forms need 
not be completed in respect of them :— 


(i) Goods with regard to which it is proved to the 
satisfaction of the Commissioners that the value thereof 
does not exceed £3 and that such goods are not included 
in the same consignment or order with other goods: 


(ii) Goods which are proved to the satisfaction of the 
Commissioners to have been imported solely for the pur- 
pose of re-exportation after transit through the United 
Kingdom or by way of transhipment : 

(iii) Motor cars temporarily imported under the 
Motor Cars (Temporary Importation) Regulations, 
1925 : 

(iv) Articles which are shown to the satisfaction 
of the Commissioners to have been awarded abroad to 
any person for distinction in art, literature,. science or 
sport, or for public service, or otherwise as a record of 
meritorious achievement or conduct, and to be imported 
by or on behalf of that person: 


(v) Commercial travellers’ samples.

GERMANY 
IMPORTATION OF COAL AND COKE FROM 
THE UNITED KINGDOM 


The Board of Trade have been informed that the Reichs 
Coal Commissioner has notified the figure of German coal 
consumption for July, 1936, as 9,981,900 metric tons (i.e. an 
increase of 33 per cent. over 7,500,000 metric tons). 


In accordance with the provisions of the Trade Agreement

GREECE 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


With reference to the Notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of May 15, 1936 (page 713), it is necessary to 
again warn United Kingdom exporters to Greece not to ex- 
port goods subject to import restrictions unless they have 
received a definite assurance that the necessary import 
licence has been granted.

IMPORTATION OF ALCOHOLIC AND SIMILAR 
BEVERAGES 


H.M. Representative at Lima has forwarded particulars of 
aDecree, dated July 20 and effective on November 17, which 
regulates the importation into Peru of alcoholic and similar 
beverages.” 

The Decree provides, inter alia, that before importation is 
permitted, alcoholic and similar beverages must be regis- 
tered (once only) in the Direction of Agriculture, Livestock 
and Colonisation (Technical Section for Wines and Alcoholic 
Beverages) of the Ministry of Fomento and samples must be 
submitted to the official laboratory appointed by the 
Direction. The samples should be accompanied by a certifi- 
cate, countersigned by the competent authority in the 
wuntry of origin and by the Peruvian Consul, that the 
leverage is genuine and that its internal consumption is 
permitted in the country of origin; labels and other distin- 
gushing marks corresponding to each type and make; the 
ume or trade name of the firm of makers or exporting 
bottlers; and such data as the Direction may consider 
necessary. When the importation has been authorised, con- 
sgnments in containers of 1 litre or less, or of the usual 
capacity for certain kinds of beverages, must be accompanied 
ly a certificate of genuineness issued by the exporting firm 
(makers or bottlers), and countersigned by the Peruvian 
Consul where the Direction deem it desirable. For consign- 
ments imported in other containers, samples from each con- 
signment will be taken by the Customs authorities when 
mes and transmitted to their laboratory at Callao for 
analysis. 


As regards wines, the importation will only be permitted 
vhen they contain no substance foreign to a natural wine 
(with certain exceptions authorised by Peruvian legislation 
for national wines), or when, not being permitted in Peru, 
they are characteristic of the elaboration of known foreign 
vines and of a perfectly defined type. 


H.M. Representative also reports that for the United 
Kingdom the requirement of a certificate of genuineness to 
«company samples would be met by a certificate signed by 
the exporting firm concerned and countersigned by a public 
aalyst in the United Kingdom, and by a Peruvian Consul. 


SWITZERLAND 
INCREASE IN EXCISE DUTY ON CIGARS 


The ‘‘ Recueil des Lois Fédérales ’’ of September 2, con- 
tins a Decree, dated September 1 and operative as from 
that date, which increases the manufacturing tax on 
nachine-made cigars to 500 francs per 100 kilogs.

Alcohol Department by which starch- 
gum, classed under Tariff No. 1081s, or other analogous 
vegetable pastes and gums, if containing alcohol, are sub- 
ject to a compensation tax of 10 francs per 100 kilogs., 
operative as from September 1, 1936. 


TURKEY 
IMPORT QUOTA RESTRICTIONS 


Under Article 1 (2) of the United Kingdom Trade and 
Clearing Agreement of September 2, 1936, particulars of 
which are published elsewhere in this issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J.,”’ 
it is provided that United Kingdom goods will fully enjoy 
the benefits of the General import regime in force in Turkey. 

In this connection it is worthy of note that certain items 
figuring in the Second Schedule to the Agreement (the Quota 
Schedule) also appear in Lists K.L., K. and V. under the 
current Turkish Quota Decree and are therefore entitled 
to the benefits of those lists during the period ending 
December 31, 1936. The lists in question cover the following 
categories of goods :— 

List K.L£.—Goods falling within the Tariff positions 
specified in this list may be imported free of quota 
restrictions provided they are the produce or manu- 
facture of countries 

(a) having a clearing agreement with Turkey 
based on a balance of trade or payments; or 

(b) whose commercial exchanges are in favour of 
Turkey and in which no special measures of re- 
striction are applied to imports from Turkey. 


List V.—Goods enumerated in this list may be imported 
free of quota restrictions provided the authorisation 
of the competent Ministry has been previously 
obtained, but in the cases of countries other than 
those to which list ‘‘ K.L.’’ applies, the authorisation 
of the Ministry of National Economy must be given 
in addition to that of the Department primarily 
concerned.

The Percival ‘‘ Gull Six ’’ aeroplane in which Mrs. J, 4, 
Mollison in May of this year accomplished the double 
journey to Cape Town in the record flying time of 7 days, 
22 hours, 43 minutes, flies over a large map of the world at 
the entrance of the United Kingdom display in the Empir 
Exhibition at Johannesburg, the official guide to which has 
just been issued by the Department of Overseas Trade. 

The exhibit will be housed in a lofty pavilion entered 
through a high portico leading to a central rotunda in the 
middle of which will be Mrs. Mollison’s plane.

Anuario de la Gran Bretaia, 1936/7. 

The ‘‘ Anuario de la Gran Bretafia,’’ 1936/7 (Trade and 
Travel Publications, Limited, 14, Leadenhall Street, London, 
E.C.3., 2s.

B.S.S. No. 217-1936. Red Lead for Paints. 

The British Standards Institution have just issued a revi- 
sion of B.S.8S. No. 217, Red Lead for Paints, which has now 
been extended so as to include non-setting red lead which was 
originally the subject of a separate specification, B.S.S. 
No. 315. The latter specification has accordingly been 
superseded. 

It is hoped that by including the three types of Red Lead 
in one publication, the specification will be more serviceable 
to industry. 

In the revision of the specifications the technical require- 
ments have not been altered to any material extent except 
that in the case of non-setting red lead the limit for the coarse 
particles has been reduced from 1.0 per cent. to 0.75 per cent. 
The clauses have, however, been re-worded and the methods 
of test modified to be brought into line with the standard 
methods now adopted.

The British Standards Institution has just issued a _ revi- 
sion of the above specification and with it is included a 
revision of B.8.8.

Spirit for Paints. 

The above publication, which has just been issued by the 

British Standards Institution, embodies the revised form of

the two British Standard Specifications for Turpentine Types 
1 and 2 (B.S.S. Nos. 244 and 292) and that for White Spirit 
(B.S.8. No. 245). 

The grouping of these three specifications in one publicatig, 
has been effected in the hope that in this form they will 
more serviceable to industry. 

One or two important modifications have been made in th 
revision. In the specification for Type 1 Turpentine th 
restriction to American Gum Spirits has been removed apj 
Turpentine from Gum Spirits from other sources are now per- 
missible. Another important amendment relates to th 
Polymerisation Test for both turpentine specifications in whic 
the strength of acid used has been increased from 96 to 98; 
per cent., and in addition in the case of Type 2 Turpentine 
the limit for the unpolymerisable residue has been increased 
from 10 to 15 per cent. A special flask has been standardised 
for the purpose of this test. 

Important amendments have been made in the White Spirit 
Specifications in regard to the Copper Strip test which is used 
for the determination of absence of objectionable sulphur 
compounds and also in regard to the requirements for the 
tests for non-volatile residue and volatility. 

Opportunity has been taken to secure uniformity of wording 
and clarity of expression in the clauses of the specifications 
and in the appendices.

British Standard Specification No. 81-1936. Instrument 
Transformers. 

The British Standards Institution has recently issued a 
revision of B.S.S. 81, Instrument Transformers, originally 
published in 1919, and last revised in 1927. 

The following are a few points of interest in the new 
revision. 

The applied high-voltage test is now based upon the system 
conditions (i.e. whether normally earthed at any point or not), 

An induced voltage test has now been included, either in 
addition to the applied high-voltage test, or in place of it 
(e.g. when one end of a winding is to be earthed). 

The requirements as to accuracy have been tightened up 
all round. ‘Two classes of current transformer have been 
added to meet metering requirements in which a maximum 
permissible change of ratio and phase displacement is laid 
down in addition to their absolute values. Two classes have 
also been included particularly suited to laboratory and high- 
class test-room work, in one of which the ratio error is not 
to exceed 0.15 per cent. and the phase displacement 3 minutes. 

In fixing the maximum permissible limits of temperature- 
rise, an ambient temperature having a peak value of 40° C. 
and a 24-hour average of 35° C. is assumed as in B.8.8. 171 
(Power Transformers), 

A new requirement has reference to temporary overloads. A 
rated over-current is assigned to each current transformer and 
is represented by the R.M.S. value of the primary current 
which, if maintained for half-second will produce a tempera- 
ture-rise not exceeding 200° C. Further, if the initial asym- 
metrical peak reaches 24 times that value, no mechanical 
change will be caused. 

In an Appendix it is pointed out how important it is to 
estimate the possible value of the fault current in the circuit 
and correctly to co-relate the current transformer to tt. 
Examples are given showing how these requirements may be 
met and the difficulties which arise in doing so in practice.

From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods manu- 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at 35, Old Queen Street, 
Westminster, London, S.W.1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender ; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
ete., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations; 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 


Members of United Kingdom firms are urged to call upon

METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of the information required. 


When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners or Imperial or other Trade Correspondents in 
the British Empire, and to H.M. Commercial Diplomatic 
or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it is gener- 
ally advisable to communicate in the first instance with the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W.1, as the information required is frequently 
already in the possession of the Department, and the delay 
involved in communicating with the officers abroad can 
therefore often be avoided. Should the information re- 
quired not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf. 


When making application for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 
(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 
(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 
(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required.
